TACITWS, of all Hiftorians, was leaf guile 
of ufing Wordinefs, or Circumlocution, in his Rela- 
tions. —- On the con » when heerrs, it is in the 
much nobler Extream, of too Rich, and Delicate an 
Excels of Senfe. — He refines nor on Words, but 
Things; He preaks lefs for his. Great Perfons, thd 
They {poke, for Themfelves: But He thinks for them 
much more delicately than it is probable They ever 
thought. — When Galgacus, at the Head of his 
Britons, is about to charge the A omas Army, what 
Number of Hlogeeat Pages could have in{pired 
‘Followers with Reflections, more.apt to inflame. 
with Heroick Sentiments, than whar He flafb 
their Imaginations, in this. comprehenfive Eacourage- 
ment. all on, my Friends, and, in the..Shock, 
think of your ANCESTORS, and your POSTERITY !. 

- ANTIQUITY can fearce produce an Inftance 
of more perf{wafive Eloquence, than This Oration, in 
4 Jingle Sentence! —— But I have the.
